Samuel, who was born in the log house on the "Barn Lot". ote 
tained his elementary education in the district sehools of ¥iddlee 
field, and beins a brisht student teok some prevaratory courses 
intendinc to nave a college education to fit him for nrofessionsl 
Life. Sut the death of his eather dohn in 1411 left the family 
with only satthew and samuel to help their father carry on the farm, 
The next year, on June 25, 1312, his oldest brother, Azariah, wrote 
from sanlius, ief. to young samuel as foliows:

Perhaps because of this letter, and the one from Agarish to his 
father quoted above (see page i9) aad possibly becauss Azariah 
persuaded Matthew to take home an adverse revort, tne family did not 
move to few York State, and Samuel's plan for a college education 
was frustrated. It fell to his lot to remain at home, care for his 
parents, and rear his large family in the old homestead in viddlee 
field. ; 


Samuel began managing the farm as early as 1919, at “ne age of 
twenty-two, purchasing froa nis father the “upper lov" of 200 agres. 
We took over tne rest of it in 1925, und added the "Pelton HiLL lot 
4n 1830, (199)(101) ‘The house aatthew omith had built about 1306 
had been large enough for the smali iamily Left after the deaths of 
his children, John and Asenath, and the departure of Azariah and 
Joseph for the west. wut canuel's large and srowing fanily recuired 
more room, snd about 1329 he added a third floor and reviaced the 
orisinal gsambrel with the oresent gable roof. «hile operating the 
farm Samuel carried his share of sublic service to Middlefield, acting 
as Selectman 13899831, 1925, 1958-40, and 1544, and representing th 
town in the General Court at seston in 1929. Ffeginning in 1524, at 
the age of twenty-six he was aoocinted to the School Committee and 
later for many years was 9s leading member of that board. 


In 1831 Ur. Smith united with the Middlefield Bantist Church of 
which hie wife as well as his »osrents had been Constituent Hembers in 
1817, an example which ell hia children and many of his erandéchildren 
followed. He was always a literal and conscientious supvorter of 
his church, an able defender o¢ ita principles, and an habitual atten 
ant at public worshin. in 1944 he wes np »~ointed a member of the com- 
mittee to push the project for a new meetinzehnouse at the Center. 
While he served aga Clerk of the society 1955256, his modesty led him 
to decline other official positions in the church, <After preaking 
off the habit of using tobacco in his young manhood, hecause he bee 
lieved it injurious and wronz, he never renexed its use, and, mever 
using strons drink of any xind, became an able advocate of tempere 
ance, an example followed by many of his descendants, one of whom 
became one of the founders of the Antiessaioon League. 


Having obtained a sood education, Ur. Smith became a school- 
teacher of marked susscess and renown in his own and in neighboring 
towns, both before and for a few years after nis marriage. His 
dauczhter Sarah used to recall attendine the sehool tauznt by her 
father in the district sshoolehouse that stood at the Ioot of the 
hill south of their home. uF. smith was an assiduous reader and a 
keen Student, and devoted the lone winter eveninzs to the instruction 
of his children, helsing them to prepare for the college training he 
had been denied. by prudent management, untiring toil, selfsacrifice 
and determination, he was able to give all his children the best edu- 
cation within their reach. He sent four of his sons to #williston 
Seminary to comolete their preparatory atudies, and selected iiew York 
Central College for Joun, Azariah, dJoseon and dudson, because of its 
liberal character which made no discrimination against sex or ecoior.
